BOYY’TE, Mil., April 8. — YVenther conditions were 
far fruin ideal f«r tnday’s racing, but the attend- 
ance kepi up. Light showers Ti ll from about noon 
until post time for the opening ilnsb. The course 
remained good. The oiitslaiiiling incidents of the 
afternoon were t lie rilling of F. Coltiletti and the 
aelivlty of the lialtermeu. 

Coltiletti rode three winners. Misdeal in the first, 
CJeneral Agranionte in the seconrl and Mary Erb in 
the sixth. Misdeal and Mary Erh were outsiders in 
the liettiug. 

The haltertnen got busy early, S. Louis rlnimiiig 
Cen. Cn donut from the Willow Stable for $1,805. 
J/oiiis in turn lost (Jeneral Agranionte, S. A. Clop- 
ton outdrnwing the three other eiaimants who had 
entered the same bid, $t.810. Tlte vietory of Saga- 
more proved eostly for .1 i in Arthur, as W. II. Itowc 
elaiiued the winner for $3,199. C. N. Freeman se- 
eured Nohunt on his claim of $1,575. 

The main attruetion of the curd, the Kenning 
Purse, proved easy for Jaid’s Ixve, ridden hy Ensor. 
This eomliiimt ion found no serious opposition ami 
lield command front start to finish. 

Tile presence of joekey Ensor astride The Ciga- 
rette in the opening dash sent the Pelieitn Stable’s 
representative to the post a hot favorite. This, 
however, did not frighten the others; in fae,. Mis- 
deal took the lead at the start and held it. winning 
by three lengths, with I.ittle Ammie and Baby 
Vamp finishing seeond and third, respectively. The 
favorite was far hack and never prominent at any 
stage of the race. 

Tlte second race brought together a dozen maidens 
of the older division and (Jen. Cadorna. which on 
several occasions last year was the medium of heavy 
barking on (lie strength of some morning work, 
only to fail when put to the real test, finally 
managed to win, racing Xohant into defeat in tlte 
final eighth and drawing away into a safe lead. 

That Jim Arthur lias Sagamore in grand condition 
was readily seen today when the unsexed son of 
Unde captured the fourth race. After being saved 
close up to the leader Sagamore answered his 
rider’s call with an irresistnble rush that carried 
him past Arrah Co On anil drew clear at the end. 
It was Sagamore’s second victory of the meeting. 

The closest finish of tin* afternoon came in the 
seventh race, in which Oukiawn Belle, after leading 
nil tlte way. just lasted to get the decision by a 
nose, witli Toss Up gaining with every stride. 

(Jeneral Agranionte, tin* three-year-old son of 
Hessian — Astarilu. won iiis second victory of the 
meeiiug when lie galloped home two lengths in 
advance of Chevalier in the third race. He was well 
ridden by Coltiletti, who kept him under restraint 
to the stretch before permitting him to tackle the 
leader. When let down Hie Louis colt found no 
trouble passing the tiring Chevalier.

SARATOGA MADE MORE BEAUTIFUL 



NEW YORK, X. Y., April 8.— Richard T. Wilson, 
president of tile Saratoga Racing Association, is 
delighted with the record -breaking entry list for 
Hie stakes to lie run during the August meeting at 
the Spu and enthusiastically declared that the 1921 
meeting will be t lie greatest in the history of 
America’s famous racing center. 

The Saratoga race track is the particular pride of 
Mr. \\ ilson and it has liecn his hobby to make 
more improvements for every year of racing. Re- 
cently lie completed the purchase of quite a bit of 
ground outside the course ami the extra space 
acquired will be used us u parking spuee for auto- 
mobiles. Mr. Wilson lias ordered removed all the 
old buildings outside of the track. The ohl hotel 
which stood on Union avenue, near the main 
entrance to the track, is being moved over into 
llorse Haven, where it will Is- utilized as a public 
boarding place for stable employes. The other 
smaller building also will he utilized for the con- 
venience of horsemen and the public. 

The grounds are certainly more of a beauty spot 
than ever, adding to Saratoga’s claim as being the 
most beautiful race course in America. Landscape 
gardeners already are at work about the grounds. 
Over in the infield the sunken space from which 
soil was taken a year ago lo be used on the truck, 
lias now been made into a lake, in the center of 
Which u fountain will play continuously. 



Phrone Ward, with Marinelli’s Aid, Runs Fast 
Race — Cal Curn’s Garre Performance. 



SAN DIEGO, fa!.. April 8. — Running one of the 
fastest five and a half furlong races of the meet- 
ing. J’lirone Ward, carrying the scarlet colors of 
it. Irwin, the Wyoming horseman, won Hie sixth 
race at Tijuana yesterday and ran the distance in 
1 :9t'*Vf,, winning in a canter from J>e l.-md and 
Judge Ellsworth. The presence in the saddle of 
jockey Mariiielll worked wonders with the mure, 
which in her previous races had performed disap- 
pointingly. However, with the star rider to guide 
her she raced to the front early and won easily all 
the way. 

The consistent sprinter Herder won Ids fourth 
victory when he was first to catch the eye 
of the judges in the final dash. The finish was 
a thrilling one, with Herder, Shifty and Lonely fin- 
ishing almost abreast. The race was marred by tlie 
bad racing luck of Cnrncutter, which met with re- 
pealed interference and could not find a clear course 
until too late. 

The day’s sport opened with a mile and seventy 
yard race for non-winning owners. As is usual in 
races of this kind a poor IkiiiiI faced the barrier, 
which resulted in a win for Prophecy, witii Miss 
Dunbar and Ruth Harrigan finishing second and 
third in tiie order mimed. 

The diminutive sprinter Cal Curn, which in size 
looks more like a polo pony than a racing thorough- 
bred, provided the best finish of the day when lie 
scored h.v the seantest of margins over La Bete 
Noire and Pittsburg. The winner was energetically 
ridden by jockey Majestic, and although 1st Bete 
Noire wrested the lend from him midway in the 
stretch he gamely fought it out with his larger 
opponent and came again to get the verdict in the 
last stride. 

Sea Reach made it two straight victories in as 
many days when lie triumphed over u large hand of 
sprinters in the third race. Hi 1 took the lead soon 
after the rise of the barrier, and although menaced 
througlKjiit by several challengers he managed to 
stay iong cm ugh to win by a length over liars ami. 
Stars. The latter made up a world of ground and 
the finish saw him rapidly overhauling the winner. 
Woodrose was third. 

Jockey Majestic scored iiis second win of the 
afternoon when astride of the three-year-old Ike 
Harvey, which led throughout by a wide margin, 
with Yukon and Miss Manage Iiis closest competi- 
tors. The winner paid I tetter than 27 to 1 and was 
entirely overlooked hy the talent. 

William Lee, agent for William (“Red”) Walker, 
is negotiating for a special train of sixteen box 
cars, which is expected to leave here for Toronto, 
Canada, around May 1.

Several of the candidates of tlie $20,000 Coffroth 
Handicap, at a mile and a quarter, which is to lie 
decided next Sunday, were worked yesterday after- 
noon. Wynnewood and Veteran, the Dahnken pair, 
were sent a mile and a quarter in 2:10. Re Frank 
went over a like distance in 2:12%. Although lie 
was under restraint for tlie first mile, trainer Harry 
t’nna motioned f< r his rider to let him down, but 
the big horse failed to respond with the speed that 
was expected, ami horsemen who were on hand to 
watch Iiis trial were anything hut impressed. The 
confirmed sulker Edwinn was sent over the full 
course, hut refused to extend himself, much to tin- 
disgust of her owner and trainer. However, she 
is a filly that seldom allows her speed except in 
races anti her actions can lx- overhxiked.

RESIGNS AS RACING COMMISSIONER 



BALTIMORE. Mil.. April 8.— Joseph P. Kennedy 
Iasi night handed his resignation as one of the 
members of the Maryland Racing Commission to 
Stuart Olivier, chairman of that body. It was ac- 
cepted. Mr. Kennedy, who is interested in Hie iron 
business in Kultiuiore on a large scale, gave as Iiis 
re:: si ns for withdrawal that the press of private 
business would not permit of his continuance on 
t-ie state board, hut it is generally understood that 
press of public opinion and friction within the com- 
mission had as much to do witli his resignation as 
any other influence. 

This is the first break in the commission since 
the aiiouiicenient of its original personnel about a 
year ago. The vacancy will be filled by appoint- 
ment from governor Albert Ritchie, lint any talk as 
to the likely successor of Mr. Kennedy at this time 
is purely speculative. 

The commissioner's resignation came on the eve 
of a meeting at which it was cx|s-cted the ques- 
tion of licensing trainers and jockeys would mine 
up. Messrs. Olivier and Tinmans, the remaining 
members of the commission, met this morning ar- 
eording to schedule and disposed of routine matters. 
It is believed that the license question will he 
thrashed out as soon as Mr. Kennedy's successor is 
appointed.

High Command, which is to 
carry the colors of Major T. C. McDowell in the 
l’.eu Ali Handicap here on tlie iqM-iiiug day and the 
Camden Handicap on tlie closing day. if ali goes 
well with him. provided the most Interesting per- 
formance of this morning at the Kentucky Jockey 
Club track when he worked a mile in 1:4X%. Dis- 
tinction. from the same stable, worked in 1:44%.. 
Lady Madcap did her mile in the same time, run- 
ning the first half of il in 48%,. James II. Baker’s 
Cinderella did a mile with weight up in 1:44. Slip- 
along did it in 1:42%. Red Leaf and Bright Trash, 
two-year-olds from the J. \V. Parrish string, worked 
a half in 49%,. 

Shortly before noon it rained and the track will 
be muddy tomorrow, but the wetting will do the 
course good, since there was considerable new soil 
that needed assimilation.

REMOUNT BREEDING REPORT 



One Hundred and Fifty-six Stallions Now in 
Use — Foals This Spring Number 347. 

WASHINGTON, I). C.. April 8.— Major C. L. 
Scott, chairman of tlie Breeding Committee of the 
American Remount Association, lie* organization of 
army and civilian exports which lias undertaken 
the work of general purpose horse improvement, 
particularly the type available f..r cavalry, an- 
nounces that 150 stallions will ho used in tin- cam- 
paign. 

Mo>t of these horses are now at their stations and 
He ir custodians have reported to headquarters their 
belief that an average of thirty-five mares Mill he 
bred to each horse. Of the total number of stallions 
distributed Bid are thoroughbreds, seven standard- 
breds. six each of the Morgan, saddle and Arabian 
types and one hackney. 

YY lien the service Mas organized there wa s a dis- 
position on the part of some of the breeders in 
rural communities to regard it as an invasion of 
the rights of the individual breeder, hut Major 
Sci-tt says that this impression has been dissipated. 

‘Til placing our stallions we have been most care- 
ful Hot to give Hie impression that we intended lo 
interfere witli draft horse or mule breeding,” said 
Major Scott. “Snell interference Mas. of course, 
never contemplated. The raising of suitable draft 
horses and mules is, of course, just as important 
to the army as the light horse. The production of 
Hie draft horse has received greater encouragement 
from commercial sources and has not fallen into a 
stale of sucb low production as is tin* ease in light 
horse breeding. For Ibis reason active help is not 
needed in draft horse production, lint we wish to 
assure breeders of t Iiis type that we do not wish 
to interfere with them, hut. stand ready to assist 
and encourage them in every possible way.” 

Major Scott has just returned fr. m Fort Reno, 
O k 1. 1 . , M-liere lie saw eighty yearlings all without 
a blemish and of the right sort. He says they are 
lie- lu-sl the federal government lias bred to date. 
So far Ibis spring .’117 foals have been Isirn at the 
Rt mount df|Mds, and tin* breeding season is in full 
swing at Front Royal, Y’a., and Fort Reno. 



WHITNEY HORSES EXPECTED AT HAVRE 



BALTIMORE. Mil.. April S. — The division of (lie 
II. I’. YY'hilney stable that will race in Maryland 
is cxpeclcd at Havre de Grace within a day or so. 
Twenty five stalls have been reserved for it. 
Among the < Ider horses coming are John I’. Grier, 
Dr. Clark. YY'ildair and Upset, uliile it is said the 
Derby candidates Tr.vster. Exodus, I’rndery, Ararat, 
Dartmoor. Crocus and Broomspun Mill lie included 
in the shipment. 

Rumor has it that Tryster and Exodus are tlie 
more advanced in training of tlie YY'hitney eligibles 
and that I’rudery may Is- reserved for tlie Kentucky 
Oaks.

AGAINST NEW ORLEANS HANDBOOKS 



New Canadian Laws Impose Re- 
strictions on Pari-Mutuels. 



Curb on Excess Profits Aimed At 
Dominion Control for All 
Canadian Tracks. 



TORONTO, Ont., April 8. — Racing this year on 
all Canadian tracks will he conducted under tlie 
supervision of the Dominion government in so far 
as tin* speculation is concerned. Last year there 
was m, government supervision or control, and tlie 
percentage taken by tin- clubs in Ontario amounted 
to ten per cent, and tlie breaks, which yielded big 
profits f,,r .-Hi the tracks, according to the returns 
v\i f li th»* provim-iiil treasurer’s department of 
tin- province of Ontario. This cannot possibly hap- 
pen again under the new legislation. This year on 
I lie mile tracks tin- mutuel percentage for the clubs 
"i" average alsuit three and one-half per cent., 
according to the new Dominion regulations, which 
will go into operation for Hie first time at the 
Ontario Jockey Club meeting at (bine be- 

ginning May 21. 

The new law limits permissible organized betting 
to tiie use of pari-mutuel machines, and further- 
more to make it a condition of the permission of 
betting upon a race track that the profits derived 
from the betting operations shall Is- restricted to a 
limited percentage 0 f the amount at stake, as 
apportioned as follows: 

Y\ hen the amount bet on a race is under $20, (KM) 
percentage restricted to 7 per cent. 

On all amounts over $ 20,000 and under $30,000 
the percentage is restricted to (! per cent. 

_ Amounts over $30,900 and tinder $40,000, to 
• > per cent. Over $40,000 and up to $50,000, to 4 
|H-r cent. 

On ali amounts over $50,000. to 3 per cent. 

In each case tlie percentage of the racing club 
or association is to be gauged by tlie total amount 
«r money bet on tlie race by tlie pari-mutuel sys- 
u-m, including straight, place and show and “com- 
bination” machines. 

in addition, the association is allowed to retain 
the ’breaks,” that is, the odd cents, which are 
less than multiple of five cents. 

Pari-mutuel machines, under tlie new law, are 
to be inspected, approved and operated under the 
supervision of government officials appointed h.v 
Hon. Dr. Lobule, head of tlie department of agri- 
culture. 

I here will Is- an official at each track to see 
that no lifts are accepted after the horses go to the 

js.st in each race, when must lie 

locked, and in that way it is aimed to cheek any 
attempt to fraud. Racing associations are to pay 
Ihe cost of such supervision. 

In Ontario each association will have to pay a 
tax to the provincial government of $7,500 per day 
...I the mile tracks and $2,500 per day on the half- 
mile tracks. This is the same tax as prevailed last 
year. 

should a racing association derive from its 

hi ii I "cl percentage any re, than the limit profit 

allowed under the business profit taxes legislation 
ll.at surplus will lie taxable, because, as in the 
cane of any other corporation, the object behind 
Hie legislation is to restrict the operation of race 
Hacks lo associations and responsible persons who 
really wish lo conduct race meetings for the sake 
of the s|*ort rather than for the Iio|m- of making 
huge sums of money thereby. There is some talk 
at the present time of the Dominion government’s 
rescinding the legislation regarding business profits. 

Another of the provisions of the new legislation 
inaures that a certain percentage of tlie profits 
of the association shall go into purses for the 
different races. The minister of agriculture lias 
been given | lower to see that such suitable purses 
are provided, and where an individual or racing 
association fails to carry out these regulations Iiis 
or its charter will in all probability be taken away.

RESIGNS AS RACING COMMISSIONER 



BALTIMORE. Md.. April 8.— Joseph P. Kennedy 
last night banded his resignation as one of the 
members of tin- Maryland Racing Commission to 
Stuart Olivier, chairman of that body. It was ac- 
cepted. Mr. Kennedy, who is interested ill the iron 
business in Baltimore on a large scale, gave as his 
reasons for withdrawal that tlie press of private 
business would not permit of his continuance on 
toe state board, hut it is generally understood that 
press of public opinion and friction within the com- 
mission had as much to do witli his resignation as 
any other influence. 

This is the first break in the commission since 
the anouncement of its original personnel about a 
year ago. Tlie vacancy will he filled h.v appoint- 
ment from governor Albert Ritchie, hut any talk as 
to the likely successor of Mr. Kennedy at this time 
is purely speculative. 

The commissioner’s resignation came on the eve 
of a meeting at which it was ex|K*cled the ques- 
tion of licensing trainers and jockeys would come 
up.

One Hundred and Fifty-six Stallions Now in 
Use — Foals This Spring Number 347. 



WASHINGTON, D. C.. April 8.— Major C. L. 
Scott, chairman of tlie Breeding Committee of the 
American Remount Association, tin- organization of 
army and civilian experts which lias undertaken 
the work of general purpose horse improvement, 
particularly the type available for cavalry, an- 
nounces that 15U stallions will be used in the eani- 
PniBIl. 

Most of these horses are now at their stations and 
iheir custodians have reported to headquarters their 
belief that an average of thirty-five mares will be 
broil to each horse. Ilf the total number of stallions 
distributed 130 are thoroughbreds, seven staudard- 
lireds, six each of the Morgan, saddle and Arabian 
tyiM-s and one hackney.

the part of some of the breeders in 

rural communities to regard it as an invasion of 
Die rights of the individual breeder, but Major 
Scott says that this impression has boon dissipated. 

“in placing our stallions we have been most care- 
ful not to give the impression that we intended to 
interfere with draft horse or mule breeding,” said 
Major Scott. "Such interference was, of fours.*, 
never contemplated. Tlie raising of suitable draft 
horses and nudes is, of course, just as important 
to the army as the light horse. The production of 
the draft horse lias received greater encouragement 
from commercial sources ami lias not fallen into a 
stale of such low production as is the case in light 
horse breeding. For this reason active help is not 
needed in draft horse production, but we wish to 
assure breeders of. this type that we do not wish 
to interfere with them, lint stand ready to assist 
and encourage them iu every possible way.” 

Major Scott has just returned from Fort Reno, 
Okl.i., where lie saw eighty yearlings— all without 
a blemish and of the right sort, lie says they are 
tlie lies! the federal government has bred to date. 
So far Ibis spring 347 foals have been lioru at the 
Bi mount dejsds. and the breeding season is in full 
swing at Front Royal.

New Canadian Laws Impose Re- 
strictions on Pari-Mutuels. 

I 4 

Curb on Excess Profits Aimed At 
Dominion Control for All 
Canadian Tracks. 



TORONTO, Ont., April 8. — Racing tiiis year on 
all ( aiiadian tracks will be conducted under tlie 
supervision of the Dominion government in so far 
as the speculation is concerned. Last year there 
was no government supervision or control, and the 
percentage taken by tin- clubs in Ontario amounted 
to ten per cent, and tlie breaks, which yielded big 
profits for all the tracks, according to the returns 
filed witli tin* provincial treasurer’s department of 
tin- province of Ontario. This cannot possiblv hap- 
pen again under the new legislation. This year on 
the nnle trucks tin- mu fuel percentage for the clubs 
will average about three and one-half per cent., 
according to tin- new Dominion regulations, which 
will go into operation for I lie first time at the 
Ontario Jockey flub meeting at Woodbine, be- 
ginning May 21. 

1 lie new law limits permissible organized betting 
to the use of pari-mutuel machines, and further- 
more to make it a condition of the permission of 
betting upon a race track that the profits derived 
from tin- betting operations shall la- restricted to a 
limited percentage of the amount at stake, as 
apportioned as follows: 

When tlie amount bet on a race is under $20 000 
perconi age restricted to 7 js-r cent. 

Dn all amounts over $20,000 and under $30,000 
tlie percentage is restricted to ti per cent. 

_ Amounts over $30,000 and under $40,000, to 
a per cent. Over $40,000 and up to $50,000 to 4 
per cent. 

On ali amounts over $50,000. to 3 per rent 

In each ease tlie percentage of tlie racing club 
or association is to be gauged by tlie total amount 
or money bet on the race by tin* pari-mutuel sys- 
tem, including straight, place and show and “com- 
bination” machines. 

In addition, the association is allowed to retain 
the ’breaks,” tiiat is, the odd cents, which are 
less than multiple of five cents. 

Pari-mutuel machines, under tlie new law, are 
to he inspected, approved anil o|>eruted under the 
supervision of government officials appointed by 
lion. Dr. lolmie, head of the department of agri- 
culture. 

I here will be an official at each track to see 
that no bets are accepted after the horses go to the 
isist in each race, when tlie machines must be 
locked and in Hint way it is aimed to check anv 
attempt to fraud. Racing associations are to pay 
I cost of such supervision. 

In Ontario each association will have to pay a 
lax to the provincial government of $7,500 per dav 
on the mile tracks and $2,500 per day on tin- half- 
mile tracks. This is tin- same tax as prevailed last 
year. 

SImuiIiI a racing association derive from ils 
"lulin-l percentage any more, than the limit profit 
allowed under the business profit taxes legislation 
that surplus will lie taxable, because, as in the 
eao- of any other corporaiion. tin- object behind 
tin- legislation is to restrict the operation of race 
tracks to associations and responsible persons who 
really wish to conduct race meetings for the sake 
of the sisirt rather than for the hope of making 
huge sums of money thereby. There is some talk 
at the present time of tlie Dominion government's 
rescinding the legislation regarding business profits. 

Another of the provisions of tlie new legislation 
insures that a certain percentage of the profits 
of iln- association shall go into purses for the 
different races. The minister of agriculture lias 
been given I lower to see that such suitable- purses 
are provided, and where an individual or racing 
association fails to carry out these regulations his 
or its charter will in all probability lie taken away.
